SFPD doubles patrols as car 
break-ins rise 28 percent in 
one year. 
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The Return of the Beat Co 


By Saturday, SFPD will have doubled the number of officers who patrol city streets.

The friendly neighborhood po- 


liceman is an archetype that’s existed for 
decades — just watch old episodes of Mr. 
Rogers, Sesame Street, or The Andy Grif- 
fith Show — but in recent years, it’s faded 
away. The safety of the police car may 
have something to do with it, and under- 
staffing may be another reason — last 
year, the San Francisco Police Depart- 
ment stated it was short 200 officers 
citywide. 

Aside from the occasional Tender- 
loin cops who spend their lunch breaks 
playing basketball at nearby Boeddeker 
Park, it’s rare to see police out and 
about on city streets without a car or 
motorbike nearby. 

This past weekend, however, SFPD’s 
resource allocation changed. Chief Bill 
Scott announced that SFPD will put 
more beat cops on the streets — almost 
doubling what the city has had in recent 
years. 

“We hear time and time again that 
they [the public] don’t see enough of 
our uniformed San Francisco police 
officers out on the beat,” he says. “We 
are making an adjustment to make that 
happen.” 

The so-called “adjustment” isn’t out 
of the blue: It comes after a steep spike 
in property crimes, particularly thefts 
from vehicles. As the Examiner recently 
reported, car break-ins have gone up 
28 percent in the past year. In the 12 
months up to this past July, 17,970 car 
break-ins were reported citywide. A year 
prior, that number was 13,995. 

The Mission District has been hit 
hardest, with a 182-percent spike, 
from 601 to 1,693. Close behind is the 
Northern District, which includes sev- 
eral tourist destinations such as Alamo 
Square and the Palace of Fine Arts. A 
40-percent increase was recorded in 
this area, with 4,003 break-ins in the 
past year. 

Scott hopes that upping the number 
of beat cops on patrol will cut down on 
this type of crime, and he has a little bit 
of data to back it up. After 71-year-old 
Edward French was shot and killed on 
Twin Peaks on July 16, SFPD upped 
its deployment in the area. While the 
effort was originally made to reduce 
the potential of violent crimes, it had 
another benefit: a reduction in car 
break-ins. 

“We've had a problem with burglar- 
ies from vehicles in Twin Peaks, to the 
tune of about 44 per month,” Scott says. 
“We enhanced our deployment gravely 
in that area. We had one for the entire 
month — July 17 to Aug. 16. One car

burglary. That highlights how import- 
ant it is to have officers on the street.” 

Until last weekend, there were fewer 
than 100 police officers assigned to foot 
beat patrol in San Francisco. By Sept. 

9, there will be “roughly double” that 
number, Scott says. Central, Park, and 
Taraval stations will all increase patrols 
by 100 percent. Mission will quadruple 
its officers walking the beat. Ingleside 
will get a neighborhood patrol for the 
first time, and the Tenderloin has ap- 
parently already increased its staff. 

But cops didn’t just materialize out 
of thin air for this project — they were 
reassigned from other areas, creating 
holes in services where they left. Sev- 
eral will return to district stations after 
serving on the Narcotics Task Force, 
and another specialty team that dealt 
specifically with patrols will be com-

pletely dissolved. 

The 18 officers who made up the 
Patrol Bureau Task Force were success- 
ful at their job: During its two-year 
tenure, they made 228 arrests, mainly 
related to auto break-ins. Notably, in 
October 2016, the officers arrested 
four youth involved in a multi-state car 
burglary ring, ending a string of crimes 
that had kept cops busy for months. 

Deputy Chief Michael Redmond, 
who handles the bureau’s field opera- 
tions, sings the group’s praises. 

“They're some of our best officers, 
and we’re excited for them to go back 
to the stations because they’re going to 
bring a wealth of experience and really 
develop a lot of the new officers that 
are at the district stations,” he says. 

The decision to dissolve a successful 
task force is not one Scott took lightly 





— “This is not a plan that was thought 
up in a vacuum; we were very thought- 
ful and strategic in thinking about 
what we should do,” he says — but it 
does hint at something larger in re- 
gards to how criminals are handled in 
San Francisco. While a task force that 
successfully makes arrests may seem 
effective, once the accused work their 
way through the court systems, many 
end up back on the streets, committing 
the same crimes. It’s a tricky problem: 
On one hand, no one should have to 
serve a long sentence for something 
as mild as auto burglary. On the other, 
recidivism appears to be high in the 
car-theft world, making much of the 
work SFPD does to arrest suspects ef- 
fectively pointless. 

When confronted with this theory 
at a news conference, Scott side-

stepped the question — just. 

“We've got issues that go beyond 
what SFPD can control,” he said. “We 
can make arrests all day long; we can’t 
control anything beyond that. What 
we can control is where we put our 
cops, and how we use our cops.” 

As for whether or not this increased 
presence of officers will work to deter 
crime, the numbers will tell. 

“It’s not the magic bullet, we know 
it’s only a piece of the puzzle, but we 
do believe it will make a difference,” 
Scott says. “We can't just keep doing 
what we're doing and hope to get dif- 
ferent results.”

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Shooting Blanks 





A former Lake Merced gun club has been sued for $8.25 million by the “cruel and intolerant hand” of S.F.’s politicians.

When Pacific Rod and Gun Club 
shuttered in 2015, some people — not 
least the dog walkers who visit nearby 
Fort Funston — breathed a sigh of relief. 
The seemingly neverending booms of 
bullets leaving the barrel of a gun and col- 
liding with clay pigeons near Lake Mer- 
ced were over. But for the city, work had 
just begun: Crews cleaned up 83 years’ 
worth of shotgun pellets and contami- 
nated soil, to the tune of $15 million. 

On Tuesday, the Board of Super- 
visors approved a settlement against 
the club, which required it to pay 
$8.25 million to cover the cleanup 
costs the San Francisco Public Utilities 
Commission took on after the closure. 
Based on findings from a 2011 study, 
three feet of topsoil had to be removed 
across the 14-acre site, as it contained 
toxic levels of arsenic, benzo(a)pyrene, 
and lead. 

“The actual cleanup included ex- 
cavation and then appropriate offsite 
disposal of approximately 58,600 cubic 
yards of contaminated soils,” Charles 
Sheehan, spokesperson for SFPUC, 
tells SF Weekly. “Crews then backfilled 
excavated areas with clean fill material. 
Following completion of all earthwork, 
the site has been re-vegetated with 
appropriate native grasses to prevent 
erosion.” 

The cleanup was extensive, but it 
could have been worse. Founded in 
1934, when environmental aware- 
ness was nearly nonexistent, the club 
banned lead shot only in 1994, and, in 
2000, replaced petroleum-based targets 
with clay. But 82 years of toxic bullets 
took their toll, and now, the insurance 
carriers of the club are forced to pay up. 


Menthol Battle 
Heats Up

When the Board of Supervisors 
voted last June to ban flavored cigarette 
sales within city limits, local health-care 
advocates and community leaders cele-

It’s a good thing the club was insured, 
too: On June 3, a Facebook post stated 
that the club’s website was shut down 
as it “can’t afford” to keep it up. 

“We hope you have all found new 
places to enjoy our beloved sport and 
culture, but we will always miss this 
irreplaceable place that has been taken 
away from us by the cruel and intoler- 
ant hand of San Francisco politics,” it 
stated. 

The Chronicle reports that, based 
on 2016 tax records, the club only had 
$9,787 to its name. Lawsuit aside, 
there are plans in place for the old 
gun-club site. Lake Merced Recreation 


brated. 
“Today, San Francisco sent a clear 
message that we need to do more to 


protect the health of our most vulner- 


able,” Supervisor Malia Cohen said at 
the time. The mayor formally signed 
off on the Board’s decision June 7, 
and the ban was expected to go into 
effect April 1, 2018. 

But the city’s smokers — particu- 
larly the 35 percent who favor men- 
thol cigarettes — are not happy with 
this turn of events. They have the fi- 
nancial backing of Big Tobacco, whose 
member corporations are scrambling 
to overturn the vote. 

On Tuesday, the Board received a 
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LLC submitted a proposal to build a 
$2.9-million recreation center that 
would offer kayaking, paddleboarding, 
yoga classes, and more. Once built 
out, the space would include bocce ball 
courts, a fishing pier, a farmers market, 
and a space for the nonprofit Yellow 
Bike Project, which refurbishes old 
bikes for low-income communities. The 
project is currently under environmen- 
tal-impact review, and, if approved, 
could be completed as soon as 2020. 

City Attorney Dennis Herrera sees 
the suit as a win. 

“Tm very pleased we were able to 
reach a settlement that provides a sub- 


petition submitted in opposition of 
the ban, complete with 33,941 sig- 
natures — overkill, considering only 
19,040 were required to qualify for 
the next election, which takes place 
June 5, 2018. This petition puts a 
hold on the supervisors’ ban until af- 
ter a citywide vote takes place. 

This means that we'd better pre- 
pare for a slew of anti-ban billboards 
and an explosion of mailers. As the 
city has seen in the past, large cor- 
porations have a fair amount of sway 
in local elections. Last November, 
voters supported a tax increase on 
sugary drinks, despite the more than 
$1 million that soda manufacturers 


stantial amount of money for cleanup 
costs,” he tells SF Weekly. “Our office 

is dedicated to protecting the best 
interests of all San Franciscans, and 
we showed that in our dogged work 

to secure more than $8 million from a 
defunct entity like the Pacific Rod and 
Gun Club. This money will help ensure 
that San Franciscans will be able to en- 
joy a clean Lake Merced for generations 
to come.”

spent on campaigns that stated small 
business owners would be hurt.

Already adultslikeflavors.org has 
launched the campaign “Let’s Be Real, 
San Francisco.” “Bans and prohibi- 
tions just don’t work ... not in the 
1920s, not during the failed War on 
Drugs, AND NOT TODAY!” it states. 
R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company, the 
manufacturer of Newport menthol 
cigarettes, is bankrolling the cam- 
paign, and according to the Chronicle, 
the company spent $685,170 on the 
petition drive alone. 


Cute Casualties 


S.F. shelters rescue 50 dogs 
and 20 cats from Houston. 


Dozens of crates filled with 
furry creatures, peeking through the 
wires with bright scared eyes, landed 
at Oakland Airport on Sunday night. 
The 50 dogs and 20 cats, who the SF 
SPCA affectionately called “Storm- 
troopers,” flew in on a private jet 
from Austin Pets Alive Shelter in 
Houston, after the recent hurricane 
left communities devastated. 

The animals were rescued by 
four Bay Area organizations: 
Muttville, Mad Dog Rescue, Milo 
Foundation, and the SF SPCA, all 
of which had representatives fly 
out to collect them. Charlie’s Acres, 
a Sonoma County sanctuary for 
abused farm animals, donated the 
small jet. On its way to Houston, 
the cargo hold was filled with vac- 
cines, crates, and pet supplies. On 
the way back, it was filled to the 
brim with shelter animals. 

“It was a real emotional scene,” 
Muttville Founder Sherri Franklin 
told KTVU. “A lot of the hardcore 
volunteers were crying when we 
left. They were so happy and excited 
we could take so many animals.” 

All the cats and dogs who arrived 
in the Bay Area last weekend had 
been available for adoption before 
the hurricane began. With so many 
people displaced from their homes, 
some of whom were forced to leave 
their pets behind, shelters have 
received an influx of thousands of 
animals. By clearing out the shelter 
pets who need homes, those who 
have the chance of being reunited 
with their families have a safe space 
to stay. 

Most of the Stormtroopers should 
be available for adoption by the end 
of this week. One can safely bet a few 
of them will be named “Harvey.” NS

“I found it impossible to turn away 
from the ongoing public health threat 
posed by flavored tobacco after rec- 
ognizing the precision with which RJ 
Reynolds and other companies target 
specific communities,” she says. “Ac- 
tion needed to be taken, and now we

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Lagunitas 
Debuts Ale 
Brewed with 
Cannabis 
Terpenes 


The famed North Bay brewery 
takes its love of weed one step 
further. 


When word came out in mid- 
August that a beer brewed with terpenes 
extracted from cannabis was about to be 
released, everyone knew which brewery 
was responsible. 

Since its inception in 1993, La- 
gunitas Brewing Company has had 
a long, winking relationship with 
marijuana. Now, with the limited-re- 
lease of SuperCritical Ale, the beloved 
brewer has taken its affinity for can- 
nabis to the next level. 

“It’s been a lot of fun,” says Karen 
Hamilton, director of communi- 
cations for Lagunitas and sister of 
founder Tony Magee. “Normally, when 
we come out with some cool new beer, 
the people who write about beer may 
decide to write about it — but with 
this particular beer, it’s expanded the 
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realm of people who are interested.” 

While SuperCritical does not in- 
clude any trace of THC — and thus 
will not get you high — the beer is 
flavored with a number of terpenes 
extracted by the folks at CannaCraft, 
who run the cannabis oil company Ab- 
soluteXtracts. Lagunitas master brew- 
er Jeremy Marshall selected terpenes 
from two strains: Blue Dream and Girl 
Scout Cookie. The result is an ale that 
clocks in at 6.6 percent ABV and has 
a robust flavor that does indeed share 
much in common with the fragrance 
of potent buds. 

Hamilton is thrilled with the reac- 
tion to SuperCritical thus far. 

“People used the word ‘dank’ in 
describing what they expected it to 
taste like,” she says. “They expected 
a weed flavor or aroma in the beer. 
There is definitely a little bit of that 
in there, due to the fact that we used 
marijuana terpenes, but it’s also an 
easy-drinking ale that has lots of in- 
teresting flavors that people are really 
enjoying.” 

Longtime fans of Lagunitas will 
know that SuperCritical is but the 
latest beer from the brewery to pay 
homage to beer’s green, formerly illic- 
it cousin. 

First there was The Kronik, a hop- 
py amber brew that became Censored 
Ale after Lagunitas was denied the 
use of the original name due to its 


association with cannabis. Not ones 
to let any type of press go to waste, 
they slapped a black “Censored” bar 
across the label. Later, there was 
Undercover Investigation Shut-Down 
Ale, a beer brewed in honor of a 20- 
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day suspension Lagunitas received in 
2005 after Alcohol Beverage Control 
agents raided its Petaluma facility 
because some employees toked up at 
a company party. 

Several years ago, Lagunitas 
gathered together The Waldos — the 
group of Marin County kids who 
inadvertently made “420” a global 
codeword for cannabis with their high 
school smoking sessions in 1971 — 
to help the company brew Waldos’ 
Special Ale. 

Asked about the history of Laguni- 
tas and marijuana — and how it led 
to SuperCritical’s release — Hamilton 
says the brewery is simply embracing 
the local culture as it always has. 

“We're in Northern California,” 
she says. “It’s part of the culture and 
it’s part of our culture. It’s a natural 

thing.” 

She also pushes back against any 
notion that SuperCritical is merely a 
novelty beer. 

“We're not creating it to ‘doa 
thing, ” she says. “This is just part of 
who we are. It’s not a part of every 
person at Lagunitas, but it is a part 
of an acceptance of our culture.” 

While SuperCritical may indeed 
be a beer brewed with pride, many 
interested parties will not have 
the chance to drink it: Laguni- 
tas brewed only 120 kegs of the 

ale, which were sent to locations 


*while supplies last; discounts cannot be combined. 
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throughout California, but mainly 
in the Bay Area. The latest in their 
series of “One Hitters” — a line of 
beers intended to be made available 
on an extremely limited basis — Su- 
perCritical is all but gone at the pubs 
and taprooms lucky enough to have 
snagged a keg. 

However, Hamilton confirms to SF 
Weekly that another 120 kegs will be 
brewed in the near future. 

In addition to the ale, Lagunitas 
also gave something back to Absolute 
Xtracts: the hops they used to brew 
SuperCritical. An identically named 
pair of vape cartridges that feature 
cannabis oil infused with hops fla- 
voring are now produced by the vape 
company. 

Hamilton is all compliments when 
it comes to the partnership between 
Lagunitas and CannaCraft. 

“They're right in Santa Rosa and 
we're in Petaluma,” she says. “So we’re 
neighbors, basically. We’re different, 
but we all have a common theme, and 
so for us to know we have a partner- 
ship with a like-minded company in 
the cannabis field feels very natural 
for us.”

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Landowners are 
responsible for 
maintaining property

This week's question comes from Jim J. in 
the Excelsior, who asks: 


Q: “My neighbor died. She was such a nice 
lady. | miss her and | also miss how she used 
to care for her yard. Her son inherited the 
place, he was never any good to her and was 
always trouble growing up. He hasn't gotten 
any better with age. Since he moved in, he 
has been “collecting things” — mostly old 
cars but also tires, rims and other auto parts. 
He uses the garage to fix up old cars that he 
then sells. Most of the junk just stays there 
and rusts. It's a scrap yard. Weeds are grow- 
Ing, and | have seen rats running In and out. 
It's disgusting. What can | do about it?” 


A: Dear Jim, you have a right to expect that 
your neighbor will keep their property rea- 
sonably clean. The conditions you referred to 
are commonly known as “blight,” and San 
Francisco has an ordinance — called the 
Community Preservation and Blight Reduc- 
tion Act, contained within the Administrative 
Code — that codifies the responsibilities of a 
landowner to maintain their property. 


The Board of Supervisors determined 
blighted properties are those that are ina 
condition of significant deterioration or dis- 
repair, attract vagrants, gang members and 
other criminal elements as prime locations 
to conduct their illegal criminal activities, 
cause general deterioration and instability 
and substantially endanger the health and 
safety of residents of the blighted proper- 
ties and of the surrounding neighborhoods. 
The Department of Public works is empow- 
ered to issue notices of violation and take 
action to remedy blighted properties under 
the doctrine of nuisance. 

The presence of any accumulation of 
filth, garbage, decaying animal or vegetable 
matter, waste paper, hay, grass, straw, 
weeds, vegetation overgrowth, litter, trash, 
cigarette or cigar butts, unsanitary debris, 
waste material, animal or human excrement 
is anuisance prohibited under law. Like- 
wise, overgrown, dead or decayed trees, 
weeds or other vegetation, rank growth, 
rubbish, junk, garbage, litter, debris, flyers 
or circulars” are recognized as a fire hazards 
and conditions that promote the spread of 
vermin. 

As to the “scrap yard,” the Administra- 
tive Code specifically identifies any property 
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that contains, in the outdoor 
area, any refrigerator, washing 
machine, sink, stove, heater, 
boiler, tank or any other house- 
hold equipment, machinery, fur- 
niture, or item, appliance or 
appliances as being blighted. 
Whenever the director of 
DPW determines that a property 
is blighted, he or she may re- 
quire or take any necessary 
abatement or other enforcement 
actions to cause the property 
blight to be abated. The director, 
or his or her appointee, can in- 
spect the property and require 
the owner to pay for a property 
inspection fee of up to $250. 
DPW can also issue an abate- 
ment order requiring the land- 
owner to address the Issues, as 
soon as possible, and no later 
than 15 days after notice of the 
violation, although they can ap- 
ply for an extension. A person 
cited also can request a hearing 
challenging the citation in front 
of an administrative law judge. 
The DPW director can file a notice of 
abatement against the title of a delinquent 
property owner. If the owner fails to abate 
the nuisance, the director can order the 
DPW to do so and then place a lien on the 
landowners property. A lien is a notice filed 
in the County Recorder's Office against the 
title that indicates a debt is owed to The 


City for the costs associated with the abate- 
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ment. Upon sale or transfer of the property, 
The City must be paid in order to secure 
clear title. 

Jim, | suggest you contact DPW either by 


dialing 311 or by going to the sf311.org 
website. Search “blight” and request that 
they come out and inspect the property. 
Hopefully, they will do so, serve a citation 
and cause the neighbor to abate the nul- 
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If your neighbors treat their 
property like a junkyard, San 
Francisco’s blight reduction 
ordinance may be able to 
provide some relief.

sance. In case DPW fails to take action, you, 
as an owner affected by the blight, can re- 
quest an injunction in San Francisco Supe- 
rior Court.

FOG SCHMOG, ONE OF SAN FRANCISCO'S LOVELIEST 
NEIGHBORHOODS IS JUST BLOCKS FROM THE OCEAN. 


They’re reportedly all gone now, but for a long time, a 
section of what is now the Outer Sunset was a neighborhood constructed 
from disused cable cars and other pre-SFMTA cast-offs. During the quar- 
ter-century or so that led up to the First World War, Carville — or Carville- 
by-the-Sea, the tongue-in-cheek pomp of which sounds like shade thrown at 
Carmel — stood around what is now 46th, 47th, and 48th avenues, just 
yards from the high-tide line. 

A community built from reclaimed materials a century before tiny 
houses and reduced ecological footprints came into vogue, Carville was 
an artists’ colony tucked into the dunes. It must have been quite a sight 
to witness the fire that accompanied the 1906 earthquake from that 
distance, then watch as the survivors packed themselves into earthquake 
shacks as the city rebuilt. 

If, amid all the pastel stucco and behind all the jazzy garage doors, any 
contemporary structures contain horse-drawn 19th-century rail cars, the 
secret is well-kept. Then as now, the Outer Sunset remains a neighbor- 
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hood apart, intensely beloved by locals who sense more than a whiff of 
bemusement and outright snobbery emanating from other parts of the 
city. It’s so far! It’s too foggy! It’s basically suburbia! 

It’s a treasure. Often, referring to someone’s neighborhood as “out 
there,” with its implication of remoteness from the main action, can raise 
hackles. Here, locals seem to revel in it. Sure, parking can be awful on 
sunny days or at brunch time, and part of the Great Highway may one 
day have to be abandoned and rerouted to prevent erosion and save indis- 
pensable wastewater infrastructure, but it’s a neighborhood that begs for 
block-by-block exploration. 

From the Doggie Diner head mounted on a pole near the zoo to the 
SF Gem and Mineral Society’s rock tumblers to the polyhedral ceiling 
fixtures at Outerlands to the occasionally visible horizon on the Pacific 
Ocean, there’s plenty to marvel at in the Outer Sunset, if only you'll take 
the time. You might even find a homemade Batmobile. And if you see any- 
one living out of what looks like a hundred-year-old train, let us know. 
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Who Knew the Outer Sunset 
Had This Many Boutiques? 








It's not just surf shops — although there are plenty of those. There's even a new bookstore.

When The Voyager opened on 
15th and Valencia streets in 2011, it drew 
a lot of attention for an octagonal “win- 
dow” that appeared to look below the sur- 
face of the ocean, like what you might find 
on The Life Aquatic or belowdecks on 
Jacques Cousteau’s Calypso. But what was 
more significant was how this artsy, uni- 
sex-but-largely-menswear shop owed its 
existence to Mollusk, the high-end Irving 
Street surf emporium. So often, the Mis- 
sion is the birthplace of trends — some of 
them extremely dubious, no doubt — but 
in this case, it was the Outer Sunset ex- 
porting the cool factor to Valencia Street. 

It’s no blip. Be it the tight-knit 
community, the relatively affordable 
commercial real estate, or some sort 
of creative energy borne aloft in the 
maritime breeze, the Outer Sunset has 
a number of boutiques, studios, and 
expertly curated surf shops. Largely 
centered on Judah and Irving streets 
between 43rd Avenue and the beach, 
the surfwear district — so to speak — 
also includes a satellite, the 49-year-old 
Wise Surfboards on the Great Highway. 
There’s Aqua Surf Shop (3847 Judah 
St.), known for its board rentals and 
yoga classes, along with the powerhouse 
Mollusk (4500 Irving St.), which is 
about as art directed as it gets. Beyond 
its dual rows of surfboards lining one wall, 
there’s a treehouse attached to the ceiling 
(with a llama inside) and plenty of sunglass- 
es, sweatshirts, and sneakers. 

There’s plenty more. A few blocks away 
is the by-appointment-only storefront for 
Woodshop (3725 Noriega St.), a collective 
of four woodworking artisans who craft 
high-end boards, chairs, and household 
objects like spoons and “pizza peels.” If 
you ve ever seen the image of a bear, um, 
bear-hugging an outline of California against 
a background of golden poppies, chances are 
it came from 3 Fish Studios (4541 Irving), 
where husband-and-wife duo Annie Galvin 
and Eric Rewitzer produce everything from 
fridge magnets to postcards to full-size 
pieces for walls, much of it love letters to the 
Golden State or to San Francisco’s 49-Mile 
Scenic Drive. 

A few blocks east is Avenues Dry Goods 
(4121 Irving), which SFist senior editor 
Eve Batey founded with her husband, Tim 
Ebhalt, earlier this year in what had been a 
wash-and-fold laundry. It’s an eclectic mix of 
handmade crafts — dish towels emblazoned 
with Sutro Tower and other landmarks — 
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and some thrift-store finds like vintage 
glassware and turquoise jewelry, plus a shelf 
or two of enamel pins. 

But the biggest surprise of all might be 
Black Bird Bookstore, which opened on 
June 14 in a former day-care center at 4033 
Judah St. Founder Kathryn Grantham had 
opened a “political, activist bookstore” in 
New York’s Lower East Side almost 20 years 
ago — it’s called Bluestockings, and it’s still 
there — and after the presidential election, 
she felt an urge to get active again. 

“I wanted to do something doable for me, 
as a mother of three children,” Grantham 
says. “The space opened up ... and it couldn’t 
be more perfect to be next to Trouble Cof- 
fee.” 

Black Bird — so named because 
Grantham likes alliteration and wanted 
something that evoked San Francisco’s en- 
vironment without glomming onto a surfing 
theme — isn’t overstuffed with shelves. 
Rather, it’s laid out along the lines of a gift 
shop, with about half children’s books and 
half adult books. 

Given the existential crisis facing many 
independent bookstores — especially es- 


tablished ones confronted with 
periodic rent shocks — choosing 
what to carry is a challenge. Any- 
one can buy anything on Amazon, 
so Grantham says Black Bird’s 
ideal customer is the person who 
comes in sighing that they “just 
need a good book to read.” Rather 
than overload the shelves with 
10,000 titles, she’s focused on 
sifting through recently published 
offerings to present the broadest 
possible range of voices and view- 
points. And while the shop was 
explicitly founded as a response 
to the president, not all the books 
Grantham carries are left-wing 
polemics. 

Even if “it’s a novel that has 
nothing to do with politics,” she 
says, the voice is still there. 
You're starting to see that mar- 
ginalized categories in our culture 
are now being published: women 
of color, African American queer 
women. Roxane Gay is on The 
New York Times best-seller list, 
published by a major publisher. 
That didn’t happen 20 years ago.” 

Then there’s that other half of 
Black Bird’s shelf space. 

“T’ve been researching chil- 
dren’s books for seven years,” 
Grantham says, referring to 
her tenure as a parent, “and these are my 
favorites. It’s classic stories as well as con- 
temporary stories. There’s a huge movement 
in children’s literature right now to put dif- 
ferent colored skins, different types of family 
structures, at the forefront. 

“Children’s books are immune to the 
e-book phenomenon,’ she adds. “It’s hard to 
buy one online when you can go into a store 
and find advice. You can also read the book 
yourself in 30 seconds.” 

There’s no destination boutique for 
tech-savvy audiophiles in the Outer Sunset, 
and no single-screen movie theater either, 
for that matter. As Grantham notes, the 
neighborhood “doesn’t have a lot of commer- 
cial space.” It might not rival Valencia just 
yet, but one thing you won’t find on Judah 
and 45th is those shiny silver hoodies often 
worn by drunken vomiters during Bay to 
Breakers. At least, not yet.

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Unpaving Paradise 


More than 113,000 gallons of the 
neighborhood's stormwater are diverted 
through city sewers annually, thanks to the 
Sunset District's Front Yard Ambassadors.

When it rains in the Sunset District, water 
runs along the little houses’ gutters, down onto concrete 
driveways, along the streets, and into the drains. All told, 
the San Francisco Public Utilities Commission manages 
millions of gallons of run-off each year — which puts 
added pressure on old pipelines and often results in excess 
water being flushed into the ocean. 

The culprit: too much concrete. Paved yards cover 
seven percent of the Sunset District, and add up to more 
than 160 acres. It is possible to walk blocks in certain 
areas of the Outer Sunset without seeing more than 12 
square feet of dirt, thanks to outdated landscaping prac- 
tices and residents’ desire to convert front yards into 
extra parking spots. 

But in the past few years, the city has fought back 
against that practice, offering money to homeowners 
willing to remove a few blocks of cement for the sake 
of some greenery through the Front Yard Ambassadors 
Program. Supervisor Katy Tang’s office reviews appli- 
cations from residents twice a year. If approved, the 
Friends of the Urban Forest implements them, planting 
low-maintenance, drought-tolerant species that are able 
to thrive in the neighborhood’s unique coastal condi- 
tions, and burying them in gopher-resistant baskets 
that deter the hungry rodents. Thanks to the program, 
each resident is responsible for only $100 of a project’s 
cost — which, in many cases, can add up to more than 
TIE S100) 

The program started off fairly small, although it 
caught on quickly. In February 2014, when the first 
round of gardens were built, 717 square feet of concrete 
were removed. In June of this year, residents disposed 
of 1,391 square feet. 

And each square foot of concrete adds up. In the 
three years since the Front Yard Ambassadors program 
was launched, 9,444 square feet of concrete have be- 
come green space, diverting 113,328 gallons of storm- 
water from our sewers each year. 

Recycling, building a compost pile, driving a hybrid 
vehicle, and biking to work are all excellent ways for 
residents to contribute positively to our city’s green 
future, but having someone jackhammer a hole in one’s 
driveway may be one of the easiest, most effective ways 
to lessen the strain on the Sunset District’s infrastruc- 
ture and environment. For the surfers out there, this 
can have a direct impact: the less pressure our combined 
sewer system is under, the less often it’ll run off into 
Ocean Beach, which means fewer closures due to high 
bacteria levels. In other words, dig up a square of con- 
crete, and enjoy better surfing conditions.

The Daly City In-N-Out 
Burger is a shorter drive from Out- 
erlands than the Ferry Building is, 
but the Outer Sunset brunch spot, 
famed for dishes like Eggs-in-Jail and 
a Dutch pancake baked in a cast-iron 
pan, is much closer in spirit to the 
latter than the former. It’s the apex 
predator of the Outer Sunset restau- 
rant scene, clad in weathered wood 
that will only continue to ripen as it 
ages — and even when the marine 
layer is at its most spiteful, wait 
times can be very long. 

Sunset residents were psyched 
last month when Outerlands 
(4001 Judah) announced that it 
planned to take over the former 
Great Highway Market space 
— liquor license and all — at 3633 
Taraval St., next to The Riptide 
(3639 Taraval) Both businesses 
had burned in an August 2015 fire, 
but that Platonic embodiment of 
a neighborhood dive bar reopened 
a year later. This news effectively 
encloses the entire neighborhood in 
a vise-like grip of brunchy delicious- 
ness, but between and around those 
two pins on the map lie all manner of 
wonderful, quirky eateries clustered 
in three commercial pockets: Irving 
and Judah streets, Noriega Street, 
and Taraval Street. “Lower Taraval,” 
where The Riptide is and the second 
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Outerlands project will be, is nowa 
proper commercial designation. 

Perhaps the most significant of 
the recent additions is Hook Fish 
Co., a six-month-old market and 
restaurant at 4542 Irving St. Orga- 
nized around the why-didn’t-anyone- 
think-to-do-this-before conceit of 
choosing which freshly caught fish 
you would like made into your fish 
taco, it’s also got a three-piece fish- 
and-chips for $17, a burrito witha 
poke option for $13, and a smoked 
trout salad for $14 — and when it 
gets crowded in there, seating spills 
onto the parklet out front. Just as 
rosemary is said to grow best within 
sight of the sea, fish tacos are the 
ultimate coastal California dish, so 
youd be fooling yourself not to en- 
tertain the idea of ordering them. 

Slightly less haute-Mission in 
feel are nearby Java Beach Cafe 
(1396 La Playa) and Beachside 
Coffee Bar and Kitchen (4300 
Judah), which occupy corners of the 
same block. While Beachside sounds 
like a hyper-casual place where you'd 
see people in wetsuits hastily put- 
ting on shoes so as not to be denied 
service, it’s got a Hibernian bent, 
offering a $16.75 Irish breakfast 
sandwich with bangers and bacon 
alongside pour-over coffee and 
breakfast burritos. 

If coffee is the craving, Trouble 
Coffee is where to alleviate it. 
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While the Bayview location closed 
earlier this year, the Outer Sunset 
(and West Oakland) spots are thrum- 
ming along. This American Life once 
profiled owner Giuletta Carrelli, 
and it might have had something 

to do with the $4 cinnamon toast. 
Elsewhere, Andytown Coffee 
Roasters (3655 Lawton) serves 
its signature Snowy Plover ($4) — a 
sort of coffee float or affogato-lite 
made with iced espresso, simple 
syrup, Pellegrino, and homemade 
whipped cream — alongside Irish 
soda bread. The Irish influence is 
stronger than you might think over 
here — doubly so, now that Andy- 
town has opened a second location 
at 3629 Taraval St. 

The Mexican influence has been 
strong since the early 1960s at 
Celia’s by the Beach (4019 Ju- 
dah), a family-owned spot for mar- 
garitas — but one that takes agave 
seriously, offering a “flight school” 
to educate drinkers on tequila and 
mezcal. Every one of Northern Cali- 
fornia’s dozen or so Celia’s operates 
autonomously, but each one displays 
the no-nonsense matriarch’s visage, 
as intense as the raven-haired beau- 
ty’s glower on the side of cans of La 
Morena pickled jalapefios. 

If you'd rather have a beer, 
Woods Outbound (4045 Judah) 
is the Sunset location of Oakland’s 
ever-expanding Woods Beer Co. 
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Reminiscent of a mid-century com- 
muter train car in the Northeast, it’s 
where you re likely to find at least 
one or two unusual IPAs on tap, like 
MateVeza. Made with yerba mate, 
the stimulating herb Argentines 
drink out of communal gourds, it 
goes well with empanadas from El 
Porteno (which Woods also carries). 
In spite of the Sunset’s large 
Asian-American population, Asian 
restaurants are far scarcer than on, 


say, Clement Street in the Richmond. 


Mango Medley (3911 Judah), 
a pan-Asian spot with plenty of 
noodles and a large dessert menu, is 
among the most well-liked. Toyose 
(3814 Noriega) is a dinner-only Kore- 
an hole-in-the-wall whose food-to-al- 
cohol ratio starts to skew away from 
seafood pancakes and jok bal and 
toward soju cocktails as the night 
progresses — and it does, with the 
kitchen and bar serving until 2 a.m., 
every night of the week. 

Elsewhere along the relatively 
small — but food-dense — commer- 
cial strip at the western end of Norie- 
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ga Street, La Playa Taqueria 
(3817 Noriega) has a reputation for 
erratic customer service that may or 
may not extend to giving people the 
boot at closing, but the fish tacos are 
righteous. Across the street, you'll 
find Noriega Produce (3821 
Noriega), owned by the same people 
who run Gus’s Market in the Mission. 
One of a smattering of non-Domi- 
no’s pizzerias is The Pizza Place 
(3901 Noriega), but the jewel of the 
block is Devil’s Teeth Baking 
Company (3876 Noriega), which 
has flypaper-sticky cinnamon buns, 
cheddar bacon beer muffins, and slic- 
es of quiche for the protein-starved. 
And wherever you eat, don’t 
forget that Outerlands is a dinner 
spot, too. Even in high summer, 
it’s rib-sticking: Think burrata with 
plums, fennel, tarragon, and sunflow- 
er kernels, or a pressed lamb shoul- 
der. Whatever’s blowing off the ocean 
as you walk out, you know your belly 
will be warm and full. 
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A Rejection of 
‘Pure Schlock’

Much of the Sunset’s homes are 
two-story square pastel blocks, often witha 
garage on the lower level and a staircase 
leading to the front door. Some have mis- 
sion-style decorations, such as a row of 
curved tiles over the front door; others have 
curved windows whose tops end in a peak. 
But one stretch of the Outer Sunset — from 
33rd to 36th avenues, between Kirkham 
and Lawton streets — stands out among its 
basic, occasionally boring neighbors. 

Locals call these houses the “storybook 
homes,’ based on their whimsical accents, 
hodge-podge facades, and castle-like tur- 
rets. Often painted pink, yellow, blue, and 
purple, the cottages look as though they 
were made out of gingerbread and icing. 

A number of architects are to credit 
for these Hansel-and-Gretel-style houses, 
but Oliver M. Rousseau is the most well- 
known. Hailing from a family of builders, 
Rousseau veered away from the standard 
cookie-cutter homes scattered throughout 
the rest of the neighborhood, and added an 
element of flair to his work. Drawing influ- 
ence from Spanish Colonial revivals, Tudor 
homes and — it appears — Hans Christian 
Andersen, he plopped his architectural cre- 


Will Teach For 
Housing 


Plans inch closer to converting a 
1.25-acre lot inthe Outer Sunset to 
homes for SFUSD professionals. 


As housing costs increase in San 
Francisco, people who earn less than 
$100,000 per year find it harder and harder 
to find and remain in homes. In particular, 
middle-class earners have a rough time: Un- 
able to afford market-rate housing, they often 
don’t qualify for below-market-rate units, ei- 
ther. In recent years, construction workers, 
nurses, waiters, and teachers have all fled the 
city in droves, finding the struggle to be too 
much in a city that increasingly caters to the 
wealthy. 

This exodus affects a number of indus- 
tries, including public education. As of 
2017, the San Francisco Unified School 
District has 55,613 students enrolled in its 
136 schools, and employs a staff of more 
than 9,900. Of these, 3,608 are kindergar- 
ten through 12th-grade teachers, who earn 
between $59,020 to $78,055 each year. 

For many, this income is not enough to 
afford market-rate housing. In a 2016 sur- 
vey, nearly 58 percent of SFUSD teachers 
reported that it is “somewhat” or “very” dif- 
ficult to afford housing costs each month. 


ations on top of acres of rolling sand dunes, 
just blocks from the ocean. 

Despite their current multimillion-dol- 
lar values, the homes were originally built 
for middle-income families in the early- to 
mid-1900s. These were aspirational people 
who lusted after the large homes a few 
miles away in Forest Hill and St. Francis 
Wood but were unable to afford them. Min- 
iature versions of the nearby mansions, the 
storybook houses had all the charm of their 
neighbors, but in a bite-size package on the 
cheaper, outer edges of the city. 


Perhaps due to this, the district 
has a 10-percent attrition rate each 
year. 

But one big, multimillion-dollar 
solution is in the works, in a neigh- 
borhood not known for welcoming 
large-scale housing developments. 
In May, Mayor Ed Lee committed 
$44 million toward constructing a 
teacher housing project at the Out- 
er Sunset’s Francis Scott Key An- 
nex, a ramshackle, L-shaped build- 
ing that sits on an acre of parking 
lot. Deemed unsafe for students 
owing to its outdated seismic safe- 
ty standards, it’s currently used as 
an SFUSD administrative facility 
and for the storage of records. Recently, its 
massive parking lot was repurposed as a 
community space called Playland at 43rd, 
with play structures, a community garden, 
a free library, and interactive art projects. 

But if the Mayor’s Office of Housing has 
its way, the site could one day include up to 
135 units of affordable housing, designated 
for teachers and employees of SFUSD. The 
money — which came from 2015's Prop- 
osition A Housing Bond and the Housing 
Trust fund — would cover planning and 
construction costs. After reviewing five po- 
tential locations, the Annex was chosen in 
part because each unit was projected to run 
only $326,471. 

On paper, the plan seems like a good

Rousseau’s work was popular while he 
was alive, but today, the homes’ values have 
skyrocketed.

one: There is a shortage of affordable hous- 
ing in San Francisco for teachers, and this 
would be a solution. But Rome wasn’t built 
in a day, and the same is true for any proj- 
ect that wends its way through City Hall, 
the Board of Education, and the Planning 
Department. The housing is still in very 
early stages; community outreach is in 
progress as the city seeks an experienced 
development team. If everything goes 
smoothly — but honestly, when does it 
ever? — teachers will have new housing by 
mid-2022.

Surrender to the Sand 


The southern end of Ocean Beach may get a 
facelift.

For more than a century, San Francisco has 
fought against the rising dunes on its western edge. Workers 
have built a heavy concrete wall, installed anti-erosion 
plants, and strategically stacked piles of rocks to keep the 
shoreline in place. Today, heavy machinery regularly patrols 
Ocean Beach to flatten out the dunes. But much like Sisy- 
phus’ battle to push a boulder uphill, the sand keeps inching 
eastward, regularly prompting closures of the Great High- 
way as it sneaks across the asphalt. 

Some activists believe the battle should simply be sur- 
rendered. Earlier this year, urban-design think tank SPUR 
released a 92-page proposal reimagining Ocean Beach’s 
design. The plan covers several stretches of the beach — 
but the southern end, below Sloat Avenue, has the most 
potential for change. 

Those familiar with Ocean Beach know that the far- 
ther south one walks, the narrower the beach gets, with 
some stretches inaccessible during high tide. The parking 
lot is always full, and without a sea wall, piles of sand 
regularly drift across the road. Attempts to stack boulders 
and prevent hillside erosion have backfired, as they fur- 
ther degrade the beach’s condition. And the Great High- 
way — built in the 1930s as a quick north-south corridor 
to skip neighborhood traffic inland — is collapsing into 
the ocean, with “temporary” concrete barriers that have 
become permanent fixtures to prevent cars from driving 
off the edge. 

The problems of the road’s southern edge, SPUR 
claims, are just too big to tackle for its current purpose. 
Instead, it proposed that the Great Highway be rerouted 
behind the zoo and onto Sloat and Skyline boulevards, 
taking the pressure off the southern end of Ocean Beach. 
The existing stretch of road along the water could be 
turned into a wide, multi-use recreational path, with 
seating and picnic areas. 

The ideas are bold, and won't come cheap. But the 
plans are thorough, and intend to provide “ideas, inspi- 
ration, and solutions” to the city agencies battling this 
area: San Francisco’s Recreation and Parks, Public Utili- 
ties Commision, SF Public Works, and the Golden Gate 
National Recreation Area. The departments are reviewing 
the suggestions, and may have a final design ready to im- 
plement by 2021. In the meantime, the daily battle with 
the sand continues. NS

Many critics agree that the 

first “worst movie ever made” was Reefer 
Madness, the infamous 1936 anti-mari- 
juana propaganda film that tried to con- 
vince America that smoking pot would 
instantly render you a rapist, a mur- 
derer, or the kind of person who sells a 
newborn for heroin money. The produc- 
ers would be appalled to find that incal- 
culable tons of marijuana have been 
smoked over the decades by the mid- 
night movie and cable TV viewers who 
made Reefer Madness a cult hit. 

They'd be even more appalled 
that Reefer Madness is back in San 
Francisco as a live musical, opening 
Sept. 15 at the Victoria Theatre. This 
production is not a clone of the movie, 
but an extract that riffs and spliffs 
with a fast-paced slapstick mashup of 
film noir, horror flicks, and Broadway 
musicals. 

“The show does something pretty 
extraordinary,’ Reefer Madness di- 
rector Jenn BeVard tells SF Weekly. 
“We've got Jesus as Tom Jones doing a 
Vegas-style number, we've got psyche- 
delic dream-orgy sequences, we’ve got 
horror-movie gore.” 

As preposterous as it sounds, 
this musical has been an award-win- 
ning hit with critics since opening 
off-Broadway in 2001. Former Desper- 
ate Housewives and Battlestar Galactica 
head writer Kevin Murphy wrote 
the book and lyrics, and a 2005 TV 
movie adaptation of Reefer Madness 
on Showtime won the Emmy for Out- 
standing Original Music and Lyrics. 

But the plot and characters of this 
musical stay true to the original film’s 
fear-mongering, racist origins. 

“It’s this absurd horror film trying 
to make us all afraid of the dangers of 
marijuana, of people of color, of jazz 
music, of immigrants,” BeVard says. 
“Kevin saw the true meat of that as 
fear propaganda, and decided to use 
that to create a sometimes absurd, 
sometimes horrific, sometimes hyster- 
ical musical.” 

Despite contemporary stereotypes 
about “liberal Hollywood,” the movie 
industry was not terribly progressive 
back in the 1930s when Reefer Mad- 
ness was released. 

“There was really an influx of film 
propaganda coming out of Holly- 
wood,’ BeVard says. “There were a lot 
of right-wingers in Hollywood at the 
time.” 

The original film was a critical and 
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financial flop upon its release. But it 
didn’t matter, because church groups 
and U.S. taxpayer dollars financed it. A 
government agency called the Federal 
Bureau of Narcotics sponsored the 
film, and its commissioner, Harry J. 
Anslinger, had a blank check to fund 
anti-drug media intended to terrify 
white American communities. Years 
after its unsuccessful release, high- 
school kids would be forced to watch 
Reefer Madness in health class. 

BeVard sees her musical as very 
topical — and not in the THC-balm 
or ointment sense. Reefer Madness 
reflected the same Middle American 
resentment of multiculturalism that’s 
rearing its head again today. 

“The 1930s were really the begin- 
ning of the type of partisanship, fear- 
mongering, and truly anti-immigrant 
sentiment that has been fomenting in 
this country for a long time,” she says. 

But the hatred and bigotry baked 
into the 1936 Reefer Madness has 
been neutered by decades of relentless 
mockery of that hilariously awful film. 
Add in the inspired, zany choreogra- 
phy of Alex Rodriguez — Carrie: The 
Musical, Heathers: The Musical, SI- 
LENCE! The Musical — and this musi- 
cal parody promises to land some great 
pot shots at the original film. 

Reefer Madness figures to bea 
raucous, one-of-a-“kind” sendup with 
a blunt message that still resonates 
today. If the producers of the original 
Reefer Madness knew what was being 
done to their beloved propaganda, 
they'd be rolling (spliffs) in their 


graves.

For several years in a row, LGBT 
Pride was a season of unbridled joy as 
courts struck down the Defense of Mar- 
riage Act, the ban on openly gay people 
serving in the military, and, ultimately, 
bans on same-sex marriage. It was 
largely coincidence, of course: The Su- 
preme Court’s annual term ends right 
around the same time. But you could 
sense Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg 
smiling beatifically all the same. 

Then the Orlando mass shooting 
happened in June of last year, and 
Donald Trump’s election further 
dampened the sense that the moral 
arc of the universe was bending any- 
where but toward a black hole. LGBT 
progress quickly became steely defi- 
ance, something San Francisco Pride 
learned when an ill-considered tweet 
expressed a wait-and-see optimism 
about the embryonic Trump admin- 
istration. In 2017, resistance is the 
theme, the mood, and the mode. 

And while Pride weekend — for 
San Francisco, New York, Los Ange- 
les, and elsewhere — falls on the last 
weekend of June, other cities cele- 
brate it at other times. This is particu- 
larly true of smaller college towns like 
Chico (mid-August) and humid places 
like Miami Beach (where it’s tradition- 
ally held in early April, so that drag 
queens’ lashes don’t turn to sludge 
before mimosa o'clock). 

But it’s how Oakland does it, too. 
This means that, more than two 
months after the rainbow flags came 
down from S.F.’s Market Street — and 
two weeks before the Folsom Street 
Fair — this Sunday, Sept. 10, is the 
East Bay’s time to shine. The task is 
a daunting one: How do you channel 
the spirit of the times while throwing 
a party that grants no quarter to our 
collective despair? Well, having the 
Grammy-nominated R&B singer An- 
dra Day sing “Rise Up” on the main 
stage with a full live band is a good 
start. 

Less white and less cis-male than 
its counterpart in San Francisco, 
Oakland Pride strikes a different tone 
— avibe the comparative absence of 
corporate branding only reinforces. 
More of a sprawling block party than 
a march or rally, it encompasses four 
stages, including a family-fun zone 
and a Womyn’s Stage. Jane Wiedlin, 
formerly of The Go-Gos, will perform 
with Pietro Straccia as ELETTRO- 
DOMESTICO, as will Glee’s Alex New- 
ell and Frenchie Davis (of American 
Idol and The Voice fame). But the big- 
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gest coup is probably Latrice Royale, 
the RuPaul’s Drag Race Season 4 Miss 
Congeniality winner who recently 
posted a photo of a cake to Instagram 
with icing that read, “Get Up, Look 
Sickening, and Make Them Eat It.” 

If your experience with large-scale 
LGBT public events only involves the 
West Bay, you're in for a different ani- 
mal altogether. Undoubtedly, sex-pos- 
itivity and erotic freedom are crucial 
components of the queer liberation 
movement, but they aren’t the whole 
shebang, either. Let’s be honest: Pe- 
nises are wonderful organs, but they 
have a strong tendency to take over a 


space and crowd out non-penis-pos- 
sessors, people whose erotic attach- 
ment is toward other types of gen- 
itals, and anybody who just doesn’t 
need to be surrounded by a galaxy of 
dicks at every given second. Oakland 
Pride is not like that. 

As is always the case with big LGBT 
events, Oakland Pride is open to ev- 
erybody. Friendly heterosexuals are 
always welcome, because as every po- 
litically engaged queer person knows, 
allies are indispensable in getting the 
changes we want to see. Just smile, 
make a point of accepting flyers for 
parties you'd never think of attend- 
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ing, be courteous and communicative 
when taking photos of strangers — a 
rule-of-thumb that goes for every- 
body, really — and try not to scream 
yourself hoarse in a rainbow tutu. 

But most of all, have a good time! 
This is the Bay Area, where we stand 
strong against Nazis and show the 
world how to have fun, with plus- 
size drag queens leading us into the 
future.

I check the 
box that says “bisexual.” Over the next 
several months, I receive two to three 
threesome propositions every week — 
sometimes from couples, sometimes 
from single men — and almost no actual 
dates. 

I express my frustration with these 
propositions to a friend over Gchat. 

She asks me if I would like to have a 
threesome with her and a married man 
she is having an affair with. 


A lesbian friend introduces me 
to a gay man at a bar. 

“This is Anna,” she says. “She’s bi.” 

I don’t know why she introduces me 
this way, but she does. The man looks 
not at me but at 
my friend and says, 
“Ugh, bisexuals. They 
can never make up 
their minds.” 

I laugh awkwardly 
and say nothing, 
but spend the next 
several years crafting 
a comeback to this 
man’s words as I try 
to fall asleep at night.

(Soul Robbers) 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
Leave it to the current renaissance 
in Mexican horror cinema to turn its 
attention to the Euro-horror genre 
with Juan Antonio de la Riva’s Ladro- 
nas de Almas (Soul Robbers), though it 
also shares DNA with Mexico’s own 
Aztec Mummy films from the 1950s. 
(The opening text says the film is 
based on the “true facts of the life of 
Maria Cordero,” which is up there with 
the Coens calling Fargo a true story.) 
During the War of Independence in 
1815, a group of insurgents looking 
for lost gold happen upon a hacienda 
inhabited by the wheelchair-bound 
Agustin Cordero (Ricardo Dalmacci), 
his daughters Maria (Sofia Sisniega), 
Roberta (Natasha Dupeyron), and 
Camila (Ana Sofia Duran), and their 
Haitian servant Indalesio (Harding 
Junior). The insurgents soon learn that 
not only are the harmless-seeming 
Cordero women handy with knives, but 
the hacienda’s primary line of defense 
against looters are zombies. They’re 
less post-Romero flesh-eaters than 
Lewton-era undead — hence the signif- 
icant presence of a Haitian. A story that 
once might have been filmed in grainy 
Techniscope, director de la Riva shoots 
much of Ladronas de Almas by firelight 
in long takes with fluid camera move- 
ments, still finding plenty of dread in 
crisp HD. And if the final two shots 
don’t set up an ass-kicking sequel, then 
we ve been robbed.

The Teacher 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
Not to be confused with the recent 
The Student or the upcoming School 
Life, Jan Hrebejk’s The Teacher is about 
how life at a school changes for the 
students and their parents when a new 
teacher arrives. On her first day teach- 
ing school in early-1980s Bratislava, 
Maria Drazdechova (Zuzana Mauréry) 
has each student stand and explain 
what their parents do for a living. Also 
being a high-ranking official in the local 
Communist party, Maria uses this in- 
formation to curry favors and errands 
from the parents, some small (grocery 
shopping) and some major (smuggling 
a cake into the Soviet Union). Most 
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of this is revealed in flashback, using 

a meeting of the parents with school 
officials some months later as a 12 
Angry Men-style framing device as they 
debate what they can do about Maria’s 
abuse of power, if anything. The Teacher 
is a sly goof on the inspirational-teach- 
er genre — the most recent being the 
feel-good The Fencer, also about how a 
new instructor’s controversial political 
affiliations upends a community — 
complete with closing text revealing 
what various students went on do with 
their lives. And befitting a film set 

in the Eastern Bloc, you will not see 
more consistently horrible wallpaper 
onscreen this year. Ye gods, maybe 
interior decorating is why Communism

Dolores 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 
The longer you live in San Francisco, 
the more likely you'll encounter older 
white people who still refer to Cesar 
Chavez Street as “Army Street.” They 
usually insist that they’re not racist, 
they’ve just been here since before 
1995 and thus are exempt from ac- 
knowledging the name change, plus 
Chavez wasn’t so great, anyway. One 
can only imagine their reaction had 
the street been renamed for Dolores 
Huerta, the subject of Peter Bratt’s 
documentary Dolores. (They’d proba- 
bly keeping calling it “Army,” because 
there’s already a street named Dolores.) 
Bratt looks at the life of Huerta, who 
was arguably more important in the 
formation of the United Farm Workers 
and the struggle for workers’ rights 
than Chavez was, but whose contri- 
butions were downplayed or ignored 
due to the basic sexism of 20th- (and 
21st-)century America, compounded 
by Catholicisms’s deep misogyny. She 
received a burst of late-period atten- 
tion when her 2006 “Republicans hate 
Latinos” observation made the conser- 
vative punditry rounds, resulting in a 
more specific and demeaning backlash 
than Kanye West received for “George 
Bush doesn’t care about Black people” 
the year before. (Some referred to her 
as Chavez’s “girlfriend,” which, ugh.) 
It’ll probably be awhile before she gets 
her own street, but Dolores is an im- 
portant step toward reclaiming Huer- 
ta’s place in history. SC

There was a minor boomlet 
of Cajun-Creole this past year, as 
Alba Ray’s and Bayou opened in the 
Mission a few months apart, The 
Elite Cafe relaunched itself, and The 
Front Porch cruised past the 10-year 
mark. But after opening chef Justin 
Simoneaux left Hayes Valley’s six- 
year-old Boxing Room, the net NoLa 
increase fell by one, as parent company 
The Absinthe Group opted to go with 
an entirely different concept and leave 
the fried alligator behind for good. 

So we have Barcino instead. In 
spite of its logo, which looks like a bat 
wearing a crown, the name has nothing 
to do with flying mammals; it’s the 
ancient name for Barcelona. And the 
Catalan influences are everywhere, 
refracted through the expected NorCal 
seasonality. Since that combines two 
of the world’s most crowd-pleasing 
approaches to food, most dishes are 
quite good — and even when they 
aren't, they’re full of brio. Barcino aims 
to delight. 

The carpaccio ($12), a 28-day dry- 
aged striploin wrapped around a hum- 
ble breadstick with tomato jam, black 
truffle, and pico, is a little tough to eat 
elegantly, but it’s simply fantastic, with 
all its component tastes sitting up- 
right with their arms raised, like eager 
students waiting to be called on. The 
$10 patata, a potato cup with bravas 
salsa, a charred-scallion aioli the color 
of matcha, and “dust,” wobbled like a 
pudding. Crisp on the outside and with 
a gooey interior, it’s like a pain perdu 
that soaked overnight — and I loved it. 

Somehow, the tomaquet ($14) was 
my first truly satisfying heirloom to- 
mato of the season, and when you get 
a bite of one of those, it’s like finding

($16) looked like the Fran- 
kenstein’s-monster equiv- 
alent of meatballs, served 
over an odd, thin noodle and 
gilt with olives and raisins 
instead of just letting the 
tagine-rich sauce and the 
shishitos stand on their own 
two feet. 

A little pruning would 
have done well in that 
case. Overall, even when 
the dishes don’t gel, the 
creative effort put forth is 
valiant and the mistakes are 
usually correctable ones. In 
all likelihood, a few items 
are trial balloons, like a $12 
platter of kale that’s prob- 
ably meant to be a vehicle 
for stone fruit and/or a 
break from all the animal 
fat, but which chews like the 
overdressed contents of an 
Easter basket. Or take the sobrasada, a 
spreadable pork sausage on open-faced 
toasted tomato bread, goat cheese, and 
honey ($14 for four pieces). Served at 
room temperature, it’s a very distant 
cousin of a tomato pie — and I think 
the honey is a mistake. A discordant 
sweetness is all it adds, as if the kitch- 
en panicked at the thought of sending 
out something stridently salty — but 
the honey coats the goat cheese with- 
out muting the sausage. 

Then there’s the bomba, two beau- 
tiful potato balls with hazelnut-garlic 
crema, mahon cheese, and pickled 
chanterelles ($13).

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a pun is basically unavoidable here, 

it’s not that it’s a bomb but a dud 

that refused to go off. There’s plenty 

of flavor, but too much of it is in the 
vinegar-drenched chanterelles. They 
overpower the mahon, a mild cow’s- 
milk cheese from the island of Minorca 
— and the garlic, too. I was sitting at 
the bar when I ate this one, and unlike 
the case with the tables, there’s no S&P 
handy — which was what the whole 
thing cried out for. One exception to 
the everything-has-oomph-even-if- 
that’s-all-it’s-got rule was the octopus 
($12), which was cooked just so but 
needed more of a sauce to help it find 
its outdoor voice. But again, almost all 
of this is fixable. 

And from what I’ve tried, the cock- 
tails — all $13 — need no fixing. Bar- 
cino has several dozen gins, grouped 
into four flavor profiles, that you may 
use to create your own “gin tonic.” But 
I think the cocktails are thoroughly 
excellent. La Marca (mezcal, Aperol, 
charred peach, lemon, and fino sherry) 
has nothing to do with the similarly 
named Prosecco that’s the toast of 
BevMol!, and the garnish was clothes- 
pinned to the lip of the glass to keep it 
solely aromatic. While the Barca (gin, 
atxa vermouth, celery, and manzanilla 
sherry) felt like a clenched fist at the 
first sip, it gradually opened up, and 
the tartly herbaceous Puente (vodka, 
rosemary, juniper, dill, cucumber, lime, 
and fino sherry) straddled — bridged? 
— the other two. Folded and speared 
several times over, its cucumber-rib- 
bon garnish looked like a pintxo. 
Clever! 

This isn’t the Absinthe Group’s 
first foray into Spanish cooking. Last 
summer, on the ground floor of Airb- 
nb headquarters at 888 Brannan St., 
the company opened Bellota. It’s a 
masterpiece, but the sheer size of its 
dishes — from the paellas to the five- 
course Mar y Montana — means it’s 
got a serious intimidation factor. You 
really need to eat there with a group of 
four or more, and that group needs to 
be very hungry, to gain a true apprecia- 
tion for what it’s capable of. 

This foray is considerably more 
approachable, and the airy space and 
convivial scene conspire to make a 
meal here feel a little more special. 
Just sitting there is a pleasure. I’m 
glad the management hung onto the 
Boxing Room’s ring-shaped lighting 
fixtures, too. In all, Barcino is kind of 
like a machine that works as designed 
but makes a noticeable, persistent 
clatter — one that can be completely 
eliminated by tightening half a dozen 
SCLews. 

For whatever it’s worth, I moved 
to Hayes Valley during the last week 
of August — and my first dinner at 
Barcino wasn’t merely a reviewing ex- 
pedition but a Jesus-Christ-I’m-glad- 
that-ordeal-is-over celebration. I was 
already primed for a good time, and I 
found one.

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Garden Party

Restaurateur and culinary 
maven Traci Des Jardins grew up ona 
4,000-acre farm in the San Joaquin Val- 
ley and started college at age 16, only to 
drop out out in her first year. She landed 
in a kitchen. 

“T wanted to ski and take some 
time off, and my parents weren't too 
keen on that,” Des Jardins says. “So I 
thought, ‘Tll become a cook, so I can 
support myself and ski and hang out 
and kind of mess around.’ But that 
didn’t last very long.” 

What she thought would be a step 
back put Des Jardins on the trajectory 
that she would follow for the rest her 
life. 

“I got recommended to work with a 
chef who'd just come over from France 
who was pretty ambitious and super 
intense,’ she says, obliquely referring 
to the James-Beard-winning Los An- 
geles restaurateur Joachim Splichal, 
and to her apprenticeship under him 
at 7th Street Bistro. “I started working 
with him and just fell in love with the 
really intense world of refined culinary 
pursuits and restaurants. For the next 
20 years, basically all I did was work. It 
was a pretty intense path.” 

It’s the one word that sums her 
up: intense. By the time Des Jardins 
opened Jardiniére in 1997, she had 
spent time at four Michelin-starred 
restaurants in France, served as exec- 
utive chef at Splichal’s flagship Patina, 
and received substantial recognition 
during her three-year tenure as execu- 
tive chef at Drew Nieporent’s Rubicon, 
a seminal establishment in the San 
Francisco food scene that launched the 
careers of Stuart Brioza, Chris Cosen- 
tino, Nicole Krasinski, and Jeremy and 
Deanie Fox. Des Jardins’ Rubicon high- 
lights include a James Beard Award 
for “Rising Chef of the Year” and des- 
ignation as Food and Wine’s “Best New 
Chef.” 

“There were high expectations 
around the kind of restaurant I would 
open,’ she says. “And there was a lot of 
pressure associated with that.” 

After serving as the opening chef 
and staffing the kitchens of both Ru- 
bicon and Patina, though, Des Jardins 
felt ready to meet those expectations. 
Now, 20 years and many more awards 
later, she’s expanded her reach to in- 
clude Arguello, The Commissary, Mijita 
Cocina Mexicana, Public House, and 
TRANSIT. 

Des Jardins will mark the 20th 
anniversary of her initial venture with

a three-day celebration this weekend, 
Saturday to Monday, Sept. 9-11.

“T used to drive past that building 
all the time when I was going down- 
town to Rubicon, and I just thought 
that [it] was really enthralling and 
beautiful — and I didn’t understand 
why it was empty,’ Des Jardins says.

“It seemed to me, logically, that being 
located next to the Symphony and the 
Opera would be a great thing, because 
you ve got that pretty high-end clien- 
tele that’s attending those performanc- 
es, and they need to eat.” 

But even with hordes of diners reg- 
ularly trekking past the doors in quest 
of pre-performance meals, surviving in 
this city is a verified challenge. 

“Healthy competition is really 
good,” Des Jardins says, “but I think 
that, somehow, we’ve managed to 
flood the market. There are a lot of 
really good and significant restaurants, 
but there are just too many of them.” 

Despite this, new places seem to 
open on the daily. 

“T think that, in the dining public, 
that there’s a real hunger for novelty, 
and that does make it a challenge to 
operate a restaurant that’s 20 years 
old,” she adds. 

Rubicon closed in 2008, but Jar- 
diniére’s doors are still open. Des 
Jardins’ tips to newcomers in the 
industry: scout out a great location, 
empower good leads, invest in your 
staff, reinvest in your restaurant, and 
take care of your people. She has also 
benefited from a long list of accolades, 
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but notes that she’s still taken aback 
when people refer to her as a “celebrity 
chef.” 

“T could never have imagined it 
when I started cooking,” she says. 

One thing Des Jardins has done 
with her notoriety is use it as a plat- 
form through her significant involve- 
ment with La Cocina, a non-profit 
kitchen incubator that helps low-in- 
come women, especially immigrants, 
enter the food business. 

“When I started out in the cooking 
world, it was a very sort of elitist busi- 
ness, she says. “And it always felt to 
me like I needed some sort of an offset 
for that. Chefs, in general, are pretty 
philanthropic. We like to give back 
when we can.” 

La Cocina was a natural fit. 

“T’ve seen it from the original vision 
to fruition,” she says. “It’s a big part 
of me and my desires and life — a way 
that I can express myself in helping 
others. 

“It’s been an immense pleasure to 
see these women who haven't been 
given very many opportunities in their 
lives have the opportunity to support 
their families and create their own 
businesses,” she adds. “There are re- 
ally inspiring stories of extraordinary 
people who've had a rough go of it and 
have the opportunity to do something 
great for themselves.” 

Des Jardins recalls participating in 
a poignant panel discussion with three 
of La Cocina’s participants: “I was 
getting so emotional listening to them 
[and] to their stories of immigrating 
here and the challenges that they ex- 
perienced as immigrants and this love 
of food they had that carried them 
through difficult times. It just blows 
you away to understand what these 
women have gone through to have the 
opportunities that they have.” 

Des Jardins, who was officially hon- 
ored at La Cocina’s fifth annual gala 
earlier this year, is looking forward to 
incorporating the organization into 
this weekend's festivities. 

“It’s pretty amazing,” she says. 

“Tm super-proud, and I’m excited to 
celebrate it with my staff — who have 
contributed tremendously to that suc- 
cess — and my guests, who have been 
giving us their time and attention and 
gracing us with their company for so 
many years. The whole thing is going 
to be pretty thrilling, I think.”

The most ridiculous name for a 
bar in recent San Francisco history was 
probably The Unresolved Love Life of Ev- 
elyn Lee, a dive on Potrero Avenue that 
hung on to the sign from its prior incar- 
nation as Mission Hill Bar. (I doubt even 
the proprietors referred to their watering 
hole by its full seven-word title more than 
once or twice.) 

Well, those proprietors, who were 
also behind nearby Dear Mom — as 
well as Thieves, Whiskey Thieves, and 
Blind Cat, which was once Dirty Thieves 
— are back. Dear Mom had a five-year- 
run of asking passersby if they'd written 
their maternal parent that day, but in 
a gruff gambit to keep things fresh and 
affordable, Dear Mom has slimmed 
down its kitchen service and become 
Darger Bar. As owner Paul Bavaro told 
Hoodline last year, he doesn’t want to 
serve yet another $15 burger, but the 
underlying economics were eating into 
his ability to make a principled stand. 
So a top-to-bottom refresh was in order 
— but in the end, there’s still a burger, 
priced at $13. 

The new name is an explicit nod 
to Henry Darger, the Chicago janitor 
outsider artist best known from the 
2004 documentary In the Realms of the 
Unreal, which looked at the 15,000-page 
book he’d been slowly creating for most 
of his adult life. A massive epic called 
The Story of the Vivian Girls, in What Is 
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Known as the Realms of the Unreal, of the 
Glandeco-Angelinnian War Storm, Caused 
by the Child Slave Rebellion, it’s an allego- 
ry of good and evil with heroines called 
the Vivian Girls that roughly parallels 
the American Civil War. And it’s an even 
more cumbersome title than anything 
pertaining to the sexcapades of some 
hapless lady named Evelyn. 

In any event, Darger Bar is the same 
gigantic space on Harrison and 16th 
streets that Dear Mom was, but with 
a delightful $10 cocktail called The 
Vivian. Made from Captain Morgan, 
pomegranate juice, lime, and simple 
syrup, and garnished with 
two edible flowers, it’s 
one of those sweet-adja- 
cent drinks that makes 
an inveterate bourbon 
swiller rethink his or her 
opposition to sweetness. 
Or go for the Blengin, a 
mix of Tanqueray gin, hon- 
ey, cranberry, and fresh lemon that’s 
named for a mythical animal Darger 
made up. If you'd prefer a beer, there 
are plenty in the $7 range on tap, from 
Evil Cousin IPA to Radeberger Pilsner 
to Sierra Nevada Pale Ale, and bottles 
and cans running from humble PBR and 
Olympia to Dogfish Namaste Witbier. 

However much the kitchen may have 
(theoretically) been toned down, it’s 
putting out a pretty impressive quantity 
of food, including a chicken pancetta 
sandwich, 10 chicken wings for $14, 
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Darger Bar

three fish tacos for an impressive $9, 
garlic fries, and various flatbreads. Not 
everything’s breaded and fried, either. 
There’s a summer citrus salad dressed 
with apple cider vinegar for $11. 

It’s still a dive, though — and that’s 
meant as a compliment. There’s foosball 
and South Park pinball, a wall-mounted 
plaque commemorating a jerk patron 
who was banned for life “for egregious 
acts of drunkenness and being a gen- 
eral asshole,” and a barrel-filled back 
room with gold ribbon hanging from 
the ceiling. 

It’s not easy see Henry Darger’s 
stuff up close. His most 
obvious influence was 
the late-18th-century 
British Romantic poet and 
printmaker William Blake, 
whose talent was also 
largely unknown during 
his lifetime — and who 
just so happens to have his 
first exhibition space in many decades 
right here in San Francisco. On Friday, 
Sept. 8, the William Blake Gallery 
hosts the opening party for “Dreams & 
Visions,’ a show built around several 
mystical plates from Songs of Experi- 
ence colored by Blake himself. But if 
wine and cheese and hushed smalltalk 
aren't for you, there’s charcuterie and 
flatscreen TVs and $10 cocktails right 
here.

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‘SO MANY THINGS ARE FUCKED UP ON A WORLD SCALE’

Since Against Me singer Laura 
Jane Grace publicly came out as trans- 
gender in 2012, that event has pretty 
much been the story of the band. That’s 
five full years for four musicians — ex- 
cluding departed bassist Andrew Seward 
— to have their careers be almost en- 
tirely about the fact that Tom Gabel is 
now Laura Jane Grace. 

It’s not entirely the media or the 
public’s fault; Against Me’s 2014 al- 
bum Transgender Dysphoria Blues, the 
band’s first after Grace’s going public, 
dealt almost entirely with her gender 
transition. Last year’s Shape Shift With 
Me touched on the subject — or, at 
least, Grace’s emotions relating to it 
— as well. In between, Grace released 
the book Tranny: Confessions of Punk 
Rock’s Most Infamous Anarchist Sellout, 
selections from journals that she had 
written since third grade. 

Coming out as transgender will be a 
life-changing event in the most private 
of circumstances. Doing it with stage 
lights shining down on you must be 
terrifying. Grace plays a big part in 
the songwriting, so of course she'll be 
writing about one of the biggest and 
most traumatic things that she has 
ever been through. 

But she’s done it now. The world 
knows her as Laura Jane Grace, and 
she’s happy. Finally, she can go back 
to enjoying her band as the members 
start to think about the next record. 
And frankly, she can’t believe her luck. 

“Tm not writing a book at the mo- 
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ment, so all I have to do is focus on 
making a record,’ Grace says. “I don’t 
have to focus on a record while also 
realize that I’m going to be coming out 
publicly as trans? Oh shit, this one’s 
going to be easy. 

“It’s cool feeling free in that way,” 
she continues. “I don’t mean that to 
sound like a cliche, like ‘T’m free to be 
who I am’ or whatever. But realizing 
that I can do what I want ... is a feeling 
that I never had for the first half of 
Against Me's life.” 

Against Me is one year into tour- 
ing for Shape Shift With Me, and the 
headline dates in the U.S. are still to 
come. There are about two months left, 
and then the job security is over for 
a while. The band will have to decide 
what to do next, and in what order. It’s 
often a time of great anxiety for mu- 
sicians, but Grace’s 
personal feelings of 
ease put it all into 
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something and it not being in your 
head only anymore. I’m so thankful for 
having both those creative outlets. Do- 
ing something artistic, if you're going 
through any kind of struggle, is going 
to be nothing but beneficial for you.” 

Another factor in helping Grace 
reach her current state of contentment 
was the almost-coinciding coming 
out of Mina Caputo, the singer of the 
Brooklyn hardcore/metal crossover 
band Life of Agony. Caputo came out 
as transgender in 2011, and Grace was 
inspired by an article she'd read about 
it all. 

“T was texting with Mina yesterday,” 
Grace says. “She gave me her vocal 
warm-up MP3, which I do daily. So 
every day, I basically hang out with 
Mina for 45 minutes. When you're 
trans and struggling about whether 

or not to come out 
with it, especially 
if you're isolated by

Grace was able to observe Caputo’s 
fans fully accept her, and that boosted 
her own confidence at a time when she 
needed it. Similarly, Caputo, then a 
solo artist, saw the reaction of Against 
Me fans to Grace’s coming out, and 
felt confident enough to rejoin Life of 
Agony. The two singers helped each 
other — and both sets of fans played a 
huge part, too. Grace is keen to point 
out that, when the world seems to be 
going to shit all around us, we should 
remember the progress that’s been 
made regarding equal rights for trans- 
gender people. Still, the shit-show that 
is life under Trump offers Grace and 
Against Me fuel for the next record. 

“It’s tough, though,” Grace says. 
“It’s interesting wrestling with, on 
a personal level, feeling really good 
in your life — at a place where I’ve 
worked on a bunch of issues with my- 
self, I really love playing with my band 
and I love all these aspects of my life 
— but so many things are fucked up 
on a world scale. How do you balance 
that, without losing all of your person- 
al happiness because you're focusing 
on all of the negative in the world? 
What I feel comfortable talking and 
writing about is what I know personal- 
ly. People say that all the time: “Write 
what you know. It’s searching for the 
politics in the personal that I find 
most honest and true to myself.” 

On Sept. 13, Against Me plays the 
Regency. As they were signed to San 
Francisco label Fat Wreck Chords for 
a while, the band members are no 
strangers to the Bay Area, the Gilman 
Street scene, or the many great punk 
bands that have emerged from this 
region. Grace can't wait to perform 
here again, though she isn’t quite sure 
what the set will look like. Soon after, 
it'll be time to get cracking with that 
next album. 

“Ive been writing and have ideas, 
but it’s time to focus on making the 
record,” Grace says. “It’s a hard reset, 
in a way. Even though this last record 
had nothing to do with my book — 
topically, it’s not a part of it — but 
it’s still tied to it because it came out 
at the same time. It’s part of an era. I 
did it. 

“T took 20 years of journals and 
put them into a book, then released 
the book,” she adds. “The book will 
have been out a year by the time this 
tour ends. It’s time for another record. 
Let’s take a step back so we can move 
forward.”

At first glance, it appeared that the indie rock group HAIM experienced instantaneous success upon the release of its debut 
album, Days Are Gone. The widespread popularity of the 2013 album — both in soft-rock circles and mainstream audiences 
— led to the band opening for Taylor Swift and Florence and the Machine, a Grammy nomination for Best New Artist, and 
a Saturday Night Live performance. But in reality, the battle for musical recognition was a long and hard-won fight. “What’s 
really funny about this ‘overnight success’ is that we've been playing together for over 15 years,” lead singer Danielle Haim 
told The Telegraph. “There was nothing going on for us. We were bottom of the bill at 50-capacity venues, and no one would 
show up.” 

The band members’ musical efforts go back even further than the past 15 years. Made up of three sisters, Danielle, 
Este, and Alana, HAIM has performed and composed songs together since they were children. Encouraged by their 
parents to pursue music as a creative outlet, the siblings played in a family band called Rockenhaim, performing cov- 
ers at charity events and local delis. Now, with decades of musical partnership under their belts and a kinship that, 
literally, runs through their veins, HAIM is making their most harmonious, engaging music yet, with Something to Tell 
You. 

Lyrically, the songs tell the same story from three different points of view — a nod to the individual voices of each 
band member. But in terms of the album’s overall cohesiveness, Danielle, Alana, and Este operate as a seamlessly 
integrated unit. In more free-form, exhilarating songs, like “Ready For You” or “Walking Away,’ upbeat drums give 
grounded structure to Danielle’s breathy voice. With R&B-inspired track “Kept Me Crying,” a mellow guitar blends 
easily into the sisters’ vocals. Reshaping rock music to suit their modern, dulcet sound, HAIM rises above the sum of 
its individual parts as an innovative musical team. Alexa Lee

“That celebrity, super-cool sexy band guy secrecy world — it’s all fucking horseshit. I want to demystify that a little bit,” 
Mac DeMarco says in an interview with Noisey. Not one to preoccupy himself with the celebrity “horseshit,” the Canadian 
psychedelic-rock artist prefers to keep his lifestyle subdued and down-to-earth. Despite the critical acclaim of his third 
studio album, This Old Dog, and his current tour across America and the U.K., DeMarco still travels in his own van, 
proclaiming that tour buses are a waste of money. He also seeks to form meaningful connections with his fans, once going 
so far as to give out his (now former) house address in a song. 

The laid-back modesty DeMarco exhibits in his personal life can be heard in his music as well: Mild vocals and 
glassy, chime-like instrumentals make each song sound like a sprightly dream. Possessing the humble demeanor of an 
average Joe, DeMarco explores issues of human existence with a levity that makes him unpretentious and accessible. 

But on This Old Dog, DeMarco uncovered the emotionally sensitive side beneath his cool exterior. On the track 
“Dreams From Yesterday,’ the artist muses on the fleeting nature of youth, saying “No amount of tears / Could bring 
back all the years / Bring back all your dreams from yesterday.” And in “Watching Him Fade Away,” DeMarco reacts to 
his father’s struggle with cancer, and his conflicting feelings about saying goodbye to an absent parent who spent his 
son's childhood abusing alcohol and drugs. 

When asked about the deeper content on his latest album, DeMarco told Paper, “I think this year I realized that I 
have a lot more to think about than drinking PBRs and sitting in the van all day. I guess I’m growing up a little bit.” 
The casual vocal performances, combined with the poignant lyrics of This Old Dog, portray the outlook that DeMarco 
lives by, and the personal memories that have influenced him along the way.

At the end of 2015, cousins Jonathan Capeci and Joey Beretta had just dissolved their former band, Dinner AndA 

Suit, when they decided to rent a small space in Los Angeles and compose songs indefinitely. With no goals of writing 

a chart-topping hit or signing onto a label, the duo inadvertently did both after recording “XO,” a dark pop tune about 
an unfulfilling relationship. Following millions of “XO” streams on Spotify and the band’s deal with Interscope Records, 
Capeci and Beretta released the four track EP Honest last October, and thus, Nightly was born. 

Honest is an aptly named EP, given that the lyrics of each song read like a private diary entry, sharing tender ro- 
mantic confessions with abandon. “XO” describes a state of love purgatory, where Capeci is caught between leaving 
his lover, or staying with her at the expense of his own sanity. “No Vacancy” narrates from the perspective of the 
heartbreaking partner. Capeci earnestly sings, “Nothing is easy, baby / I wish I could let you in / But inside of me / 
Nightly, whose name derives from the phrase, “Night, love you,” writes songs 
about the intimacy that underlies even doomed relationships, the ecstasy and disappointment that comes with com-

mitting to another person. 


Long-term, Nightly’s only hope is to make songs that leave a resounding impact with listeners. Speaking to Atwood 
Magazine, Capece emphasizes music’s impact on specific memories, such as driving to the beach as a teenager: “That 
drive, at like 8 p.m. on a Friday night, when the sun’s set, near dark, and the windows down and you can smell the 
salt air. We would just vibe out to music, whatever it was. If I could be the music that kids vibe out to ... that’s what I 
picture, and what we try and write.” Trying to pay forward the gift of memorable music, Nightly creates vibrant and 
sentimental pop for the soundtrack of youth.

I'm a lady considering taking on a foot fetishist as a 
slave.

I will fully vet 
him with references and meet him in a neutral location at 
least once—and anything else you might suggest I do for 
security's sake. Though my roommates are not what you 
would call conservative, I'm not sure they d understand 
this kind of arrangement. I would have my slave come 
over when no one is around, and then my roommates 
could come home to a sparkly clean common area! My 
slave would never have access to their personal spaces, 
nor would I leave him alone in any area of our home until 
a strong bond of trust had been established. No harm, no 
foul? Or am I crossing a line? 

Man Into Cleaning A Shared Apartment 


A friend in Berlin has a similar arrangement. 
This guy comes over to clean his apartment once 
a week and—if my friend thinks he’s done a good 
enough job—my friend rewards him with a knee 
to the balls. It’s a good deal for both parties: My 
vanilla-but-kink-adjacent friend gets a sparkly clean 
apartment (which he loves but doesn’t want to do 
himself), this guy gets his balls busted on a regular 
basis (which he loves but can’t do himself). But my 
friend lives alone, MICASA, and that makes all the 
difference.

And a kinky guy you've 
gone to the trouble to vet—by getting his real name 
and contact info, by meeting in public at least once, 
by asking for and following up with references— 
presents less of a threat to you and your roommates 
than some presumed-to-be-vanilla rando one of you 
brought home from a bar at 2 a.m. 

Strip away the sensational elements—his thing 
for feet, his desire to be your chore slave, the mental 
image of him jacking off all over your toes—and what 
are we left with? A friends-with-benefits arrange- 
ment. A sparkly clean apartment benefits you (and 
your roommates); the opportunity to worship your 
feet benefits him. This guy would be a semi-regular 
sex partner of yours, MICASA, and while the sex 
you re having may not be conventional, the sex you 
have in your apartment—including the sex you might 
have in the common areas when no one is at home— 
is ultimately none of your roommates’ business. 

That said, MICASA, unless or until all your room- 
mates know what's up, I don’t think you should ever 
allow this guy to be alone in your apartment.

My 7-year-old son started getting really into gauze, 
splints, and bandages when he was 3, and by the time he 
was 4, it became clearly sexualized. He gets a boner when 
he plays “broken bone’ or just looks at bandages, and he 
has expressed how much he loves to touch his penis when 
he does this. My husband and I (both happily vanilla) 
have been accepting and casual about this. We've provid- 
ed him with a stash of “supplies,” taught him the concept 
of privacy and alone time, and frequently remind him 
to never wrap bandages around his head or neck. Is it 
normal to be so kinky at such a young age? I know kinks 
generally develop from childhood associations. When he 
was 2, he had surgery to correct a common issue on his 
groin. Might that have sparked this? I want my son to 
grow up with a healthy and positive sexuality. Are we 
doing him a favor or a disservice by supplying him with 
materials, freedom, and privacy to engage in a kink so 
young?

Your son’s behavior isn’t that abnormal, BAN-

According to science, most adults 
have paraphilias, aka “non-normative sexual desires 
and interests.” That means kinks are normal—at 
least for grown-ups—so even if your son isn’t nor- 
mal now, BANDAGE, he'll be normal someday. Most 
happy, healthy, well-adjusted adult kinksters can 
point to things in their childhood that seemed to 
foreshadow their adult interests in bandages/bond- 
age/balloons/whatever.
